2, On a careful reading I think both paragraphs could be ijnproved, 
both as to substance and clarity, by use of the formula that a cease-fire 
would b© unlikely "if either side had suffered material losses of territory 
which it had a hope of recouping." This formula would replace the language 
beginning "if either side* in paragraph 5 a® circulated, and that beginning 
"so long as* in the third sentence of paragraph 37 as circulated. The two 
rep lace ! phrases give the two halves of the condition! the new formula pulls 

them both together.
